Unsafe toys still being sold 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Volunteer 


shoppers in 17 states say they have 
found on store shelves hundreds of 
unsafe toys the government banned as 
long ago as 1970. 


"It is an absolute scandal that toys 


banned for two years are still being sold 
to unsuspecting consumers," Bob 
Chlopak of the District of Columbia 
Public Interest Research Group told a 
news conference Friday. 


A year ago. for example, the Food and 


Drug Administration announced the 
recall of hundreds of thousands of 


squeeze toys, rattles, flutes, music- 
boxes, dolls and electric toys. 


The FDA said the toys could gouge, 


stab, cut, burn and shock or were likely 
to be swallowed. 


Chlopak's consumer action group 


said besides toys the government says it 
banned, student volunteers and 
housewives around the country found 
another 1,000 others they considered to 
be equally dangerous. 


He said most of the dangerous toys 


were those with squeakers likely to be 
dislodged and swallowed by children. 


In all, 382 banned toys were found, he 


said. Afterwards, Chlopak said he could 
not tell from the state reports how many 
in the total represented different in- 
dividual toys and how many were the 
same model found in quantity or in 
different stores. 


An FDA spokesman said the agency, 


under the federal Toy Safety Act, had 
banned 830 types of toys in the last two 
years. 


"Parents have confidence in the toys 


they buy, because they take for granted 
that someone in the government is 


looking out for dangerous toys," the 
report said. 


The FDA and the Toy Manufacturers 


Association acknowledge t h a t 
hundreds of banned toys are probably 
still being offered for sale, but Malcolm 
Jensen, head of the FDA's bureau of 
product safety, denied the charges of 
poor performance. 


"To the contrary," he said, "we feel 


we have removed millions of toys from 
the market. We believe this Christmas 
will be a far safer Christmas than in the 
past years."

Labor leads 
in Australia 


U.S. gains in I PHI poppers 
bid to cut 
U.N. dues 


SYDNEY (AP) —The Labor party of 


lawyer Gough Whitlam sprinted to a 
. runaway victory today in the Australian 
general election. 


At his party headquarters, Whitlam 


hugged his wife, Margaret, and shouted 
to 300 supporters: "It was time." 


Labor's campaign was pegged to the 


slogan, "It's Time" for a change. 


Former Prime Minister John Gorton 


and cabinet minister Dun Chipp 
described the result as an "outstanding 
victory for Labor." 


The Liberal-Country party coalition 


had been in power 23 years. 


Gorton said: "The voters obviously 


thought that 23 years was long enough 
for one group to be in power. The 
government did not grasp the nettle." 


Chipp said: "We lost the election 


when we squabbled amongst ourselves. 


With some reports of voting still to 


come, Labor was certain to have a 
comfortable majority in the 125-seat 


House of Representatives. 


With 27 seats undecided, computers 


gave the Labor party the necessary 63 
members to form a government. 


In the outgoing Parliament, the 


coalition held 66 seats to Labor's 59. 
^ 
The Labor victory in Australia came 


one week after Norman Kirk's Labor 
party scored a landslide win in New 
Zealand's general election. 


Seven million Australians voted in 


today's balloting. The first few 
thousand votes indicated a swing 
against the government in some places. 
But in others, the government appeared 
to be receiving support. 


Because some Australian states are 


on summer time and some are not, there 
was a difference of three hours between 
the close of polls in western and eastern 
Australia. 


A record 535 candidates from 15 par- 


ties ran in the election for three-year 
terms. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) —U.S. 


diplomats at the United Nations had 
something to cheer about today — an 
unexpectedly decisive first-round vic- 
tory in the campaign to reduce 
American dues from 31'/2 to 25 per cent 
of the U.N. budget. 


The General Assembly's budgetary 


committee voted 6730 to approve the 
U.S. request late Friday. A similar mar- 
gin is probable when the Assembly 
votes — barring a major shift by 32 
countries that abstained from the com- 
mittee vote. 


U.S. Ambassador George Bush stood 


up after the voting and exclaimed to 
those nearby, "The real winner is the 
United Nations." 


It was in contrast to the scene 13 


months ago when Bush left in total 
dejection after losing a campaign to 
save Nationalist China's seat. 


The United States has made a major 


effort to have its dues cut to avert a legal 
collision between Congress and the 
United Nations. Under the U.N. charter, 
the world organization fixes dues of 
members, but Congress had ordered 
that the U.S. share of member assess- 
ments be cut to 25 per cent starting with 
1974. 


On this year's U.N. budget of $203 


million, the reduction would have 
trimmed about $13 million from the U.S. 
share of $64 million. 


Bush and U.S. Sen. Gale McGee, D- 


Wyo., the U.S. delegation member who 
led the campaign in the budgetary 
committee, had argued it was not the 
amount involved so much as the

ing for the flight, the last in the Apollo 
series.

Health foods not necessarily pure 
nor healthful, nutritionists say 


NEW YORK (AP) — Some organic 


foods are over priced, lacking in the 
nutritional values they claim to offer 
and show a higher rate of pesticide 
residues than regular foods, according 
to testimony from a battery of profes- 
sional nutritionists 


The health-food cntirs spoke Friday 


at a consumer hearing conducted by 
State Alty Gen Louis J Lefkowitz, to 
clanfy some of the confusion he says 
"reigns supreme" in the organic-food 
field 


Pro-organic-food witnesses asked 


that the entire industry not be faulted 
for a few "ripoffs," adding that new 
self-policing programs were being 
developed 


Dr Elmer Geoige. director of the 


state food laboratory, said 30 percent of 
35 organic-food 5>arnples tested con- 
tained "pesticide residues," whereas 20 
per cent of 2,000 normal-food samples 
showed pesticide traces. 


Although there is no single accepted 


definition of what organic food is, such 
food is assumed to be grown without 
pesticides or artifical fertilizer and to 
contain no additives. 


George said 17 organic products — 


although labeled with such claims as 
unsprayed, organically grown and no 
chemical residues —were found to have 
traces of DDT: DDE, a derivative of 
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DDT" phosphorus, and chlonanted 
pesticides 


Dr. William Sebrell. former director of 


the National Institue*. of Health, said ht 
knew of "no acceptable medical 
benefits or nutritional advantages" to 
health foods. But, he said, he knew of no 
disadvantages and concluded "Anyone 
who wants to waste their money .should 
be free to do so "

The U.S. resolution stated, however, 
that no country would have its percen- 
tage raised as a result of the 25 per cent 
ceiling. 


The committee also approved two 


measures to lower assessments for the 
poorest and the next lowest groups of 
countries on the economic scale.

Corp. has hiked prices on 1973 models an 
average of $54 on the heels of Price 
Commission approval of the increase. 


Ford Motor Co., which also received 


permission Friday for a $62.55 average 
boost, withheld immediate action. 


The Ford hike, a 1.9 per cent increase, 


was scaled down from the $92 increase it 
had asked the Price Commission to ap- 
prove. The GM hike was a 1.53 per cent 
increase. 


Industry observers said Ford is 


delaying implementing the price hikes 
while it examines its competitive 
position in relation to the GM increase. 


Meanwhile, Chrysler Corp. officials 


said they have filed a new application 
with the Pnce Commission requesting a 
second price increase to cover allowable 
economic increases through Dec. 31 and 
government-required safety equipment. 


On Oct. 37, Chrysler increased prices 


an average of $20 after the price panel 
approved a $60 hike. 


American Motors Corp at the same 


time hiked its ]973 prices an average of 
$.% following authorization to increase 
them $144 


The price panel's ruling ended more 


than five months of negotiations bet- 
GM and Ford and the government. Both 
had been selling 1973 vehicles at 1972 
prices, except for minor allowances on

The result is that we have created 
a drug culture and many of the youth of 
America are simply doing what they 


learned from their parents," Nekson 
said 


The senator's statement introduces 


another series of drug industry hearings 
starting Monday before his Small 
Business subcommittee on monopoly. 


In 1969, Nelson said nearly $1 billion 


was spent on cough and cold remedies, 
capsules, drops and sprays that are 
mostly useless and sometimes 
dangerous 


"Most of the drug companies' 


promotion and advertising of these 
products is simply a generous mixture 
of false claims and outright nonsense." 
Nelson said. 


Singled out by the senator were 


"combination" products, a category 
that includes Contact, Dnstan, Allerest 
and Concidm.

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Bucks whip Knicks 
Robertson breaks 25,000-point mark 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Oscar Robert- 


son scored his 25,000th point in the 
National Basketball Association Friday 
night, and the occasion could not have 
been more appropriate to the 10,746 
screaming fans who jammed the Mil- 
waukee Arena. 


Robertson, runaway leader in career 


assists in the NBA, became the second 
player in league history to reach the 
25,000 point mark when he converted a 
three-point play just before the end of 
the third quarter. 


Robertson didn't score again, settling 


for 19 for the night, but the Milwaukee 
Bucks took it from there to outscore the 
New York Knicks 29-12 in the fourth 
quarter for a 100-74 victory, only their 
seventh in 30 games in five seasons with 
their archrivals. 


Kareem Abdul-Jabbar poured in 40 


points and grabbed 16 rebounds, help- 
ing the Bucks to 54-43 domination in 
that department, as they avenged a 
one-point defeat in New York Nov. 18 
when thpy were outscored 19-0 over the 


last five minutes, 50 seconds. 


Robertson, who trails only Wilt 


Chamberlain in career points, said he 
wasn't awure he had reached the 
milestone until the fans gave him a 
prolonged standing ovation when it was 
announced at the three-quarter break. 


"I wasn't counting," the 13 year 


veteran said. "What does it mean to me? 
A lot of time, a lot of years. I'm glad I got 
it, but it's no special feeling." 


The Bucks sank 48.3 per cent of their 


shots and held the Knicks, one of the 


best shooting clubs in the NBA, to 32.3 
per cent. Earl Monroe led New York 
with 17 points but Walt Frazier, 
averaging 21.5, went scoreless in the 
second half and settled for 13. 


"Their defense just was very, very 


tough, although we had a lot of good 
shots which we didn't make," Knicks 
Coach Red Holzman said. "Then they 
got the ball in to Alcindor—I mean 
Jabbar—pretty good, and when he gets 
good position he's very tough." 


"I had a very good offensive game, but 


we set picks and got a lot of people free," 
^bdul-Jabbar said. "I would say it was; 
just a good team effort in that 
everybody came ready to play and help 
each other on defense." 


Bucks Coach Larry Costello said his 


defenders tried to put extra pressure on 
the Knicks' guards by picking them up 
at midcourt or in the backcourt.

These resourceful troupers, stopping 


olf at Oshkosh Civic Auditorium as part 
of the UWO-sponsored Town and 
Gown series, managed Thursday night 
to put on an attractive, crisply-paced 
performance despite the fact that three 
major sets had to be left in the truck. 


The sets — gold Austrian drapes tor 


the opening Tony Award presentation, 
a 16-foot-long dressing room construc- 
tion and a bar scene — could be ac- 
commodated neither on the stage nor 
in the grid area overhead, according to 
a prepared statement by Peter B. 
Mumford, stage manager for the 
production. 


Nor could the show's smaller sets be 


framed in the black velour curtains 
designed for the purpose. Instead, 
much of the action had to be staged in 
front of the auditorium's regular beige 
curtains. 


The result, inevitably, was a far cry 


from the opulent "Applause" this 
reviewer saw in New York a few 
seasons back. So severe, in fact, were 


Thursday's set problems that Robert 
Brismaster, Town and Gown's manag- 
ing director, issued his own statement, 
declaring that "because of stage limi- 
tations and tremendously increased 
costs resulting from these limitations, 
where we need full facilities, we will in 
all probably try to use the Armstrong 
High School auditorium in Neenah in 
future years."

will see a shield bill enacted into law 
assuring that newsmen will not be 
compelled to disclose sources of infor- 
mation obtained by them in the course 
of their employment." 


Lucey also called for a broadening of 


current state law requiring open 
governmental meetings. 


"In the final analysis, the best prot- 


ection 
against 
governmental 


encroachment on our liberties is 
legislation insuring the free flow of 
ideas," the governor said. 


"Americans today enjoy greater 


freedom of expression than they have in 
their entire history," he added, "but 
they are more in danger of government 
snooping and interference in their polit- 
ical affairs and private lives than ever 
before." 


The WCLU honored Rep. Robert 


Kastenmeier, D-Wis., as its civil liber- 
tarian of the year, and cited Milwaukee 
Journal cartoonist Bill Sanders for "his 
contributions to greater understanding 
of civil liberties."

X rays of neck may 
pinpoint the difficulty 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a 


frequent feeling of numbness in my 
hands, initially in the thumb and first 
two fingers, and at times a dull ache 
near the elbow or wrist. 


The numbness increases when I 


elevate my hands or hold any vibrating 
instrument — lawn mower, auto steer- 
ing wheel, etc. Many times I have to find 
a precise location for my arms in order 
to sleep without the numbness. I am 50 
and otherwise in good health. 


Can this condition be lessened by 


exercise, by diet or other means? — 
A.C.K. 


The two likeliest causes of numbness 


such as you describe are: (1) arthritic- 
type changes in vertebrae in the neck, 
exerting pressure on roots of nerves 
leading to the hands and fingers; (2) a 
condition 
called 
carpal 
tunnel 


syndrome, which is a narrowing of a 
"tunnel" or tendon space through 
which nerves run to the hands and 
fingers. 


Certain items in your letter make the 


former seem more likely — one being 
the fact that you have to find a precise 
location for your arms to get relief. It 
would indicate that there is a position 
in which pressure on the nerves is 
relieved, but this position must be met 
within very small limits. 


Posture can be a factor. Do you have 


a tendency to slough forward and lead 
with your chin? It's worth investigat- 
ing. 


Neither diet nor exercise can answer 


the problem. My suggestion is that 
Xray of the neck spine is in order to see 
whether significant changes have oc- 
curred in the neck bones. Your doctor, 
in such a case, would determine 
whether neck traction would help you. 


As to carpal tunnel syndrome, flexing 


the wrist for a minute or two will bring 
on the discomfort. There are other tests 
a physician can use to determine 
whether that is the trouble. Surgery on 
the wrist can relieve that. 


In either case (carpal tunnel or 


changes in the neck), you are wasting 
time hoping diet or exercise will cure it. 
Yet once the true cause has been diag- 
nosed, effective treatment becomes 
possible.

Toys as educational tools 


As Christmas approaches the rush on toys begins in earnest. 
The toy market in the United States has grown tremendously 


in the las't fifty years. This is the result of increased affluence of 
more and more Americans and the changes in attitudes toward 
children, their play and how they should be treated. 


Television advertisements for toys have been criticized in 


recent months for their keep-up-with-the-joneses approach as 
well as their interference with children's programs. But what- 
ever the economic effect upon the media, the ads can be taken 
as some sign of the trend in toys. 


Only a few years ago, it was monsters and robots. Before that 


— and generally before television commercials — it was guns. 
G.I. Joe came a little later before the Vietnamese war became 
unpopular. The space gadgets didn't last long. Apparently 
children joined their parents in the so-what approach to more 
walks on the moon. There may be some thumbs down on dolls as 
trying to promote the feminine attitude. Since 1915 when Joseph 
Lee wrote Play In Education, there has been growing accep- 
tance that "play is to the child what work is to the man; toys are 
to the children what tools are to grown-ups." But beyond that 
the trend is to provide toys to mold children's work attitudes. 
How effective this is can be questioned. 


Educational toys have been "in" for several years and fit in 


well with the American encouragement for one's children to go 
on to more education than their parents had. But Fortune 
magazine reported this year that such parents "are often 
frustrated to find that their children ignore them. Parents do not 
seem to understand that there is no trick to making an educa- 
tional toy; the big problem is making it fun. Experienced toy 
retailers believe that the single most important determinant of a 
toy's success and the only thing that can endow it with a long life 
in the market is its 'play value' — industry jargon for a special 
quality in a toy that engages a child and makes him want to 
spend time playing with it." Other parents do not recognize the 
short attention span of children and criticize or replace the 
ignored toy. 


Are elaborate toys really the answer? Edward Schwarz, a 


Boston attorney who is sometimes referred to as the Ralph 
Nader of the toy industry, thinks not. He believes homemade 
toys can suffice in many cases. They "should be simple enough 
to involve the child actively in his own play, should not bore or 
overwhelm him, and should let him develop his personality 
without twisting it." Parents are more likely to look carefully 
over homemade toys too, he suggests. 


An Italian store owner has another answer and matches child 


and toy with a computer. But it will take a lot of testing and 
research to determine when toys are bought to act out a parent's 
ambitions, childhood repressions or lacks or whether they really 
do mold a child's future. 


One thing is certain. The day after Christmas at least half the 


toys given as presents will be broken, lost or ignored. 


Seclusion bothers Hughes

He is somewhat deaf and wears a hearing aid 
and his beard and mustache are quite gray but neatly trimmed 
His finger-nails are not as long as those of Fu Manchu. 


Hughes told these associates that he gradually slipped into the 


isolation pattern because he was a compulsive worker who was 
constantly being interrupted by telephone calls and unwanted 
visitors. He worked 18 hours a day, and figured he was being 
interrupted at least 30 times during that period. He told his stafi 
to screen calls and visits down to 10 a day, and then he found he 
liked the privacy so much he eliminated them completely. 


Meanwhile he has lost his wife and almost all of his friends. As 


Hughes grows older we suspect a desire for pleasant company is 
growing as his lust for work subsides. But the odds are he faces 
a lonely old age.

Another Knowles for governor? 


MADISON — For several readily visible 


reasons, the return of Sen. Robert P. Knowles 
of New Richmond to the state Senate this year 
will revive talk about his availability as a 
candidate for a Republican nomination for the 
governorship, perhaps in 1974. 


Having served in the Senate since 1955, he is 


now one of its senior members. The regard of 
colleagues and his political abilities have been 
demonstrated by his return to the office of 
Senate president por tempore, a rank that is 
more nominal than real, but nevertheless has 
given him a leadership identity. 


His name recalls the three successive guber- 


natorial victories of brother Warren P. 
Knowles, who provided the only real solace for 
the Wisconsin Republican party by winning 
three terms in a decade when the opposition 
Democrats were steadily gaining and when all 
other occupants of the executive office defeat- 
ed Republican nominees. 


Known as moderate 


Robert Knowles is widely known and affec- 


tionately regarded by fellow politicians, and 
not so incidentally, the Wisconsin press. An 
illustration of the latter is the habitual use of 
the friendly adjective "moderate" when the 
Knowles name turns up in the news. 


An objective examination of his political 


beliefs would show no especially important 
distinctions from those of most of his 
colleagues. Some of the latter, nevertheless, are 
typically tagged as "conservatives" or agents of 
the "right" in the modern lingo of statehouse 
journalism. 


Like his brother and mentor, legislator 


Knowles has shown considerable ability as a 
private earner. Some of the liberals had a mild 
case of the conniptions lately when a critical 
Madison reporter published his impressively 
high payments in state income tax and in an 
approximate computation concluded that he is 
in more comfortable circumstances than most 
"of his legislative colleagues. 


He regards his legislative office as a fulltime 


employment and because he has been extraor- 
dinarily active in state legislative affairs on a 
national basis, he is probably the best known 
Wisconsin state lawmaker in the country. 


There is a widespread belief that the 


Republican nomination in 1974 is already cut 
and dried (one favorite but not highly educated 
politician acquaintance used to say "cut and 
fried") but that is mere assumption. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren has been interest- 


ed, but he is not yet committed. In any event, 
there is quite a respectable view that a vigorous 
nomination contest, showing the availability of 


alternatives for the challenging state party 
against the Lucey regime in 1974, would be a 
healthy and invigorating experience for the 
minority party. 


Altogether, Bob Knowles has a more plausi- 


ble right to aspire to the governorship than 
many of the recent nominees of both parties 
have had, some of those who were successful 
included. 


Politics watchers can only speculate about 


his indifference to the idea. It may be that he 
hesitates because of reluctance to exploit the 
record of his brother. A realist, he has noted 
that mostly younger men nowadays get guber- 
natorial nominations, even if some of them are 
innocent of relevant experience. 


Knowles is in his mid-fifties. He has told some 


friends that he is not persuaded that any sub- 
stantial number of party men regard him a< 
gubernatorial timber. This ignores the reality 
that most politicians are not urged upward, but 
push themselves, whatever the surface ap- 
pearances and their pretensions. 


His explanation to those who press him in a 


friendly way is unusual, but it may very well be 
the real one, nevertheless. He regards himself 
as a professional state senator. He would be 
quite happy to spend the rest of his career in the 
legislature.

U.N. study discloses 
education gap widening 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The picture painted by the United 


Nations commission was grim. It said a 
sweeping study showed that the poorer 
nations of the world had failed to 
narrow the education gap separating 
them from their rich cousins. In many 
cases, the breach was growing wider. 


"In the education race, as in the 


march to economic progress," efforts to 
narrow the gap between the Have and 
Have Not nations "have all failed," said 
the report issued recently by the U.N. 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO). 


The 313-page report said the "enor- 


mous differences" in expenditures for 
education between the industrialized 
and developing countries was getting 
wider, despite "large scale efforts, 
financial sacrifices and considerable 
results," in the 1960s. 


The study was prepared for UNESCO 


by an international commission super- 
vised by Edgar Faure, French minister 
of social affairs. 


"The ever.growing gap between in- 


dustrialized and developing countries 
has produced the fundamental drama 
of the contemporary world," said the 
report. 


The commission said the basic con- 


dition for narrowing this breach lay in 
the elimination of "the disparate 
availability of the right to education for 
people in different parts of the world." 


"But once again," the panel said, 


"exactly the opposite is happening." 


The commission proposed a number 


of reforms aimed at improving educa- 
tion from the preschool to the 
postgraduate levels. It favored making 
education more accessible at all stages 
and said it should be related rmm- 
closely to the learner's own intcrests 
and to events in the "real" world 
beyond the classroom. 


"Every individual rnusl be in a posi- 


tion to keep learning throughout his 
life," the panel said. "We propose 


lifelong education as the master con- 
cept for educational policies in the 
years to come for both developed and 
developing countries." 


Most of the material in the report 


that dealt with industrialized nations 
referred to North America, Europe and 


the Soviet Union. Data concerning the 
Have-Not nations concentrated on 
Asian countries Africa and Latin 
America." 


The commission said that in 1968, the 


affluent countries spent more than S120 
billion on education, 
while 
the 


developing nations spent less than S12 
billion. And this was despite the fact 
that the industrialized countries have 
only one third of the world's population 
and one fourth of its youth. 


"The most serious aspect is that it is 


growing larger," the commission said.

It's time for Thieu 
to quit histrionics 


NEW YORK — By the time this ap- 


pears, let us hope that South Viet- 
namese President Nguyen Van Thieu 
will have completed his theatrics and 
agreed to the terms of the Indochinese 
agreement. Thieu's performance was 
understandable: he was building a 
record for the benefit of his consti- 
tuents, making it clear that he was no 
American puppet. It was an exercise 
comparable to a symbolic filibuster in 
the senate when its participants realize 
it is destined to defeat, though they 
hope it will convey to the folks back 
home that the forces of righteousness 
fought a last-ditch battle. 


Thieu's bitterest complaint, that 


there is no mention in the agreement of 
a North Vietnamese troop withdrawal, 
has some surface plausibility. But all 
the indications are that privately Hanoi 
has agreed to substantial pullbacks. 
And if there is a cease-fire, the troops 
that remain will be an enormous logis- 
tical and psychological burden for the 
North. Recall that the United States has 
not agreed to retire to Hawaii — all our 
troops will be out, but the Seventh Fleet 
will still be positioned in the Tonkin 
Gulf. Thus if Hanoi's soldiers go on the 
warpath, the bombing will start again. 


Oddly enough this dispute has 


similarities to the Korean War. General 
Douglad MacArthur kept bitterly 
denouncing the existence of a Com- 
munist "sanctuary" in Manchuria, 
while never mentionint the existence of 
the American "sanctuary" in Japan. 
Similarly Thieu has ignored the trade 
off: that we do not in terms demand the 
departure of all Hanoi's regiments, but 
as a quid pro quo keep our floating 
assets in the war zone (and in Thailand, 
our air force). 


If experience is any guide, once the 


shooting stops the troops want to go 
home. Indeed, they would be prepared 
to go home before the shooting stops: 
the average human being — American, 
Vietnamese or Nigerian — finds a 
battlefield environment uncongenial. 
North Vietnamese regiments sitting 
around in the Central Highlands, 
doubtless digging holes and filling them 
in, would be bad psychological risks. 
Moreover, they are needed at home 
where there is an acute manpower 
shortage. 


Thieu's other complaint — that we 


have conceded the Communists a 
"coalition government " — is simply 
nonsense. What we have agreed to is 
the proposition that there are two de 
facto governments in South Vietnam: 
one holding about 90 per cent of the 
population in areas under its jurisdic- 
tion: the other, the "People's Revolu- 
tionary Government" (PRG). holding 
some chunks of the worst real estate m 
the world with at most 10 per cent of 
the population. This happens to be true 
Beyond th,)t w have agreed 1° a 
ivbulous troika, a Council of National 
R"i < > n ( illation, t omposod of Saigon 
r<'pr''-"nljtn-es Communists, and a 
neutral component.

inefficient, confused and angry par- 
tisans" if they are to win back the 
presidency in 1976, says party Chairman 
Jean Westwood. 


Mrs. Westwood, whose resignation 


has been called for by a number of 
powerful Democrats around the 
country, said in the last two presidential 
elections "the American people per- 
ceived a party in disarray: one segment 
feeling shut out, and various segments 
quarreling. 


"The Republicans, of course, took full 


advantage of our troubles both times, 
and made every effort to separate our 
candidate from one section or another 
of our normal constituency," Mrs. 
Westwood said in the report released 
Friday 


Mrs. Westwood, chosen as chairman 


last July by unsuccessful Democratic 
presidential candidate Sen. George 
McGovern, made no direct mention in 
the report of the 
controversy 


surrounding her own future at party 
headquarters. 


Mrs. Westwood, of West Jordan, Ut- 


ah, noted that Democrats have made 
gains in the Senate, governorships and 
state legislatures while maintaining 
control of the House of Representatives 
despite President Nixon's two victories 
in 1968 and 1972. 
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Schreiber asks clarification 
of nursing home regulations 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Wisconsin 


needs more efficiency and clarity in its 
nursing home regulations, Lt. Gov. 
Martin Schreiber Friday told a com- 
mittee of representatives of state agen- 
cies dealing with nursing homes. 


Schreiber said his study of state 


nursing homes showed nursing home 
operators face a confusing array of 
regulations enforced by a halt dozen 
different branches of state government. 


"We must have a clear as well as a 


consolidated statement of state policy,1' 
he said to the state Nursing Home 
Coordinating Committee. 


He asked the agency representatives 


to detail the specific responsibility of 
their agencies; to find areas of duplicat- 
ion or conflict; to supply goals; to sug- 
gest additional programs to improve 
service, and to find ways for better 
communication between agencies. 


Dr. George Handy, administrator of 


the state Division of Health, suggested 
classifying nursing homes according to 
the type of service they provide as one 
way to reduce inspection problems. 


Three levels of care can be found. 


Handy said: Near hospital service; 
long-range chronic disease care, and 
minimum care. 


"A patient who needs none of those 


should be somewhere else, not in a 
nursing home," he said. 


Handy told the group that most 


complaints from nursing home operat- 
ors about inspections center on the level 


of social services required by the state 
rather than on health or safety rules. 


Schreiber asked members of the 


committee to reply by Jan 31, 1973. 


Airplane to begin 
track-down on air 
pollution over state 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — An airplane 


equipped with $30,000 worth of equip- 
ment that will be used to track down air 
pollution over Wisconsin was displayed 
Wednesday at Gen. Mitchell Field. 


The plane will be piloted out of 


Oshkosh by Kenneth Corbett, the Wis- 
consin Department of N a t u r a l 
Resources' "flying warden." He will fly 
over the state not only for the DNR but 
on behalf of the weather research 
program at the University ol Wiscon- 
sin-Milwaukee. 


The equipment aboard the plane, to 


be run by UWM graduate student 
Eugene Rubin, will record on tape ex- 
tensive data about levels of suspended 
particulate matter and sulfur oxides, 
two major pollutants, as well as infor- 
mation about temperature, air pressure 
and humidity. 


Mostly, the information will be used 


in a research project, but it could also 
provide the basis for enforcement 
against air polluters. 


Panel reveals 
contributions, 
loans to GOP 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The 


Republican Party received almost 
$4,000 in contributions and $35,000 in 
loans from members ol a Madison 
partnership which leased the Loraine 
Hotel to the state for office space, a 
commission looking into state real es- 
tate practices revealed Friday. 


The Loraine Hotel lease was one ot 


the state property deals investigated by 
the Currie Commission, 


The commission Friday released in- 


formation it was given voluntarily by 
five members of the original six- 
member partnership which acquired the 
Loraine in 1969, then leased it to the 
state during the administration of 
former Republican Gov. Warren P. 
Knowles. 


Commission documents showed 


Walter J. Bjork and Fred Nuernberg, 
both of Madison, lent $12,500 each to the 
GOP in 1970. 


Bjork told the commission none of his 


associates except Nuernberg knew of 
the loan to the party. W. Harold Hast- 
ings, also of Madison, made a separate 
$10,000 loan to the party. 


The other men are John R. Findorff 


and Donald Hovde. Both are listed, 
along with Bjork, Hastings and Nuern- 
berg, as having made outright con- 
tributions to the GOP. 


The commission reported Findorff 


hud contributed$375, Hovde$390, Bjork 
$600, Nuernberg $780, and Hastings 
$1,654.

tims died shortly before midnight when 
their car struck a bridge near New 
Munster on State 50 in Western 
Kenosha County. Three other young 
passengers were hospitalized and in 
critical condition, according to police. 


The fourth victim was a young East 


Troy man, Daniel Dancher, 24, who 
police said was fatally injured when a 
delivery truck he was driving collided 
with a semi-trailer truck. The truck, 
according to authorities, has swerved 
to avoid hitting a car that had just spun 
out of control on an icy portion of State 
20, west of Racine. 


The state patrol singled out the in- 


terstate from Hudson to Osseo as being 
snow covered and slippery with up to 
three inches of new snow.

Stephenson said that the group is 


"adequately financed" but Stephenson, 
Figura or Witt would not confirm or 
deny reports that stockholders and 
management personnel of the local 
Curwood Division of Bemis Company 
were the corporation's principal inves- 
tors. 


Georgia-Pacific and Curtis officials 


would only say that the new corpora- 
tion is comprised of a "small group 
(with 9 or 10 major investors) of res- 
ponsible, professional businessmen." 
from the local community. 


Both Witt and Figura lauded efforts 


by the city through New London In- 
dustrial Opportunities, Inc., local civics 
groups, the investors, union represen- 
tatives and leaders, and financcrs such 
as the Midland National Bank of Mil- 
waukee and G-P for making the 
purchase possible. 


Since Georgia-Pacific announced 


Nov. 20 that it would close its Curtis 
Door Division three groups 
had 


expressed interest in purchasing the 
company, Figura said Monday.

Curtis Corporation officials added
